I hose savings rose from $5,600,000,000 in 1(^39 to 
$35,8 00,000,000 in 1944. 
Virtually every dollar is now tied up in the national 
deht— tied up direc tly, through W ar Bonds, or indirectly, 
through bank savings, insurance or currency. 
Only 1’on/i like thinking would attempt to omit the 
national debt from any balance sheet purporting to show 
the American people's budget. 
What is needed is a different type of chart — one 
which shows both the* extent to which every American 
asset has boon mortgaged by this soaring debt, and the 
drop m actual earnings in United States— the earnings of 
private initiative and of private capital. 
W hat tin* government spends comes out of taxes. 
In the long run, those taxes will be paid out of the private 
earnings of individual people. 
Not even Pon/i would suggest that the government 
can keep on indefinitely running things at a loss — and 
make up the endless deficits merely by further borrowings. 
Yet that is the type of long-run economy which, 
judging from his Budget Message, is in President Roose­ 
velt’s mind.
